omitted, and in adding tihein to the Schedule the dates giuan were those on 
which it was intended that the material would be submitted to the Chapter 
Coordinator and not to D/E, The Vice-Chairman stated that tbs correct 
submission dates to D/B are as follows* HIS 3, October 52, HIS 15, February 53, 
and HIS 9, June 53.

5* At the request of the Air Force member, the Vice-Chairman asked the 
Committee members to state their views with regard to dissemination of the 
Quarterly Production Status Report to all recipients of HIS. The members 
indicated their approval of such dissemination, and agreed to notify D/B 
as to their requirements for copies of this Report. The Air Force member 
suggested that a number of changes be mads in the Report which, he ffelt, 
would result in its being nor® reedily understandable to the user. Any 
further suggestions which the members may have should be submitted to D/B 
for consideration prior to issuance of the next Quarterly Report, which is 
scheduled for 30 September 1952. 

6, With regard to the production for the month of August, the Vice- 
said that as of this date only four Sections have been submitted to 
D/B out of a scheduled commitment of 63 Sections. Inasmuch as many of these 
Sections are defections from the FT 1952 Schedule, he urged the members to 
examine the statue of these Sections with a view to having them completed and 
submitted to D/B at an early date in an effort to meet the August production 

? • The State member referred to the agreement regarding the return by 
D/B of manuscript copies of published ITS elements to the producing agencies. 
(Refer to paragraph 7, HIS Committee Meeting Ho. 135) . He pointed out that 
time would not permit producers to peruse all of the edited texts, and that 
his agency would prefer to receive only those which it specifically requested. 
The -.ice-Chairnan as sure' d the State member that this procedure would be 
followed with regard to the State produced contributions. 

8, The Amy member raised the question of the possibility of placing 
uniform control statements on ITS material. lie stated that Department of 
Defease regulations require that outgoing material be stamped, “Special 
Handling Required - Tot heleasible to Foreign nationals.” CIA regulations 
require the material to be stamped, ”U.S. Officials Only'." Consequently, in 
order to comply with the regulations of his agency, as well as with those of 
CIA, the Army member is required to use both control statements. The Vice- 
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Chairmens agreed to check into the matter to determine whether or not anything 
was being don® towards establishing a uniform control statement, and report 
bis findings at a later meeting. 


9. 'The Committee discussed ways and means of implementing the auroey of 
user reaction to the I7IS which it was agreed should be undertaken as soon as 
practicable. (Refer to paragraph 11, NIS Committee Meeting No. 136) o It 
was agreed that each member would draw up a Hat of the specific points which 
his agency feels should be checked. These lists am to be submitted to D/B 
two weeks hence where they will be consolidated, and presented to the Ceeamittee 
at a later meeting. 


10, The next meeting of the Committee will be held at the call of the 


Vice-Chairman.
